The Museum of the American Numismatic Society is in point of establish- 
ment, the second of the group of museums at Broadway and 156th Street. The building 
of the Hispanic Society of America preceded it - the group now comprises also, the 
American Geographical Society,éf Museum of the American Indian-Heye Foundation, and the 
home of the American Academy of Arts and Letters, The Auerica Numismatic Society is 
the only one in the world devoted entirely to the exhibition, study and publication 
of coins, medals and decorations. 

The first unit of the Museum was opened to the public in 1910. In 
1929 a generous donor who desired the withholding of his name, provided funds for the 
enlargement of the Museum building. Mr. H. Brooks Price was entrusted with the 
architectural deta igh of knitting the new structure to the earlier building, and on 
Thursday afternoon of this week the Museum was opened with a private view. 
Beginning to-day, the Museum will be open to the public daily from 2 to 5 o'clock, 

For the the inaugural exhibition the Council of the Society have had 
an exhibition arranged in which the coins and medals of the Americas have been 
emphasized. The new exhibition hall, a large room decoratéd with Italien walnut, 
affords a beautiful setting for the coins and medals which fill it. One-half of 
the flat cases are given to the coins of the United States, while the issues of 
South America occupy the remainder. In the wall cases the medals of American 
sculptors are displayed; an entire case is given to each of the recipients of the 
Saltus Medal (for artistic achievement in the field of the medal)*, but the work 
of others who have designed medals is distributed throughout the rest of the cases. 
One of the most interesting exhibits is the coin-press used from 1831 to 1852 by 
the Bechtlezs goldsmiths who were private coiners of gold in North Carolina. Their

coins are eagerly sought by collectors and are noted for their uniform purity. 

In the older exhibition room of the Museum will be found a wide variety 
of the objects which made this Museum so attractive. Most prominent perhaps are 
decorations and medals of honor of all nations, concerning which volumes have been 
uritten. One ease is devoted to coin-scales of the 17th and 18th century, and 
these will attract many. *A case of odd shapes and forms of money - primitive money 
as well as coinages much more recent - offer such material as wampum, brick-tea, 
salt-bars, hat money and strange-sha ped pieces from Asia and Africa, The artistic 
medals are chiefly modern and by foreign artists, but the eollection is varied and 
offers material rich in suggestion to anyone interested in history or in sculpture 
in relief. A section is devoted to recent accessions. Another panel is given to 
modern medals purchased with a fund given in memory of Mr.Algernon S.Sullivan, 
who was formerly prominent in the Society's activity. 

The new building provides additional room for the library which is 
restricted to this subject alone, and additional facilities for the study of the 
coinages of the world. Beginning to-day, Friday, the Museum's exhibition will be 
open to the public without charge, and the citizens of New York will have new 
occasion for pride im this unigue institution. It is hoped that they will avail 


themselves of the opportunity which it offers. 


*Note: The case in which the collection of bracteates is arranged will be a 
revelation to many visitors who ere unaware of the fascination of these 
paper-thin coins of the middle ages.
